interested in. Why otherwise would she cash in the plane ticket she was 
given to visit her gon anytime she chose? 


It is cruel to use a child in this way. The people at the Project 
in Guyana Fnow the backgrounds of Tim and Grace Stoen, and they are out- 
raged at this new effort to ruin the child's future. They stand hy Rev. 


Jones, and will stand up for how he has made a peaceful, productive future 
possible for them and their children. 


As the head of our State Department, even if the issue of the child wer 
not involved, I think you would want to support the Project, not hurt it.

Through the Guyanese ge 
government, the Peoples Tewple informed the Olivers that their sons did not want to 
see their parents. Personally, I do not beliave the Peoples Temple statement. 
I think that the children were never informed that their parents were in Guyana. 


You informed us that a member of the United States Embassy would be visiting 
the Peoples Temple Compound on Janusry 10, 1975 and at that time, a determination 
would be made as to whether the children were ever informed or notified of their 
parent's presence in Guyana. 


Your immediate response as to the findings concerning this matter is 
deeply appreciated.

Temple attorneys, a copy of one such self-incriminating statement. At the 

time | statement, ha and other Tample representatives were telling 
me tha as having sexual relations with her foster father, in order 
(I sus St my support tn returning her to Temple sembership. I came 
to the conclusion, in my contacts with Temple representatives, that the Temole 
is a very powerful organization which is paranoid in fhilosophy (society will 
attempt to crush us) and is very secrative concerning its operations. I also 
came to the concluston that it systematically limits the information and news 
recetved by its members concerning tha rest of society, and by persuasion and 
coercion actively attempts to prevent defectors from its ranks. 


State Department might be able to assist 
; I would like to see them in such a situa- 
tion as might make it pass to maka a relatively free choice to 

Jeave or stay in the Temple. Friends of mine have contacted their children after 
considerable effort and expense, only to meet their children surrounded by Temple 
members, and only after their childran had apparently been subjected tc great 
psycholagical pressure under conditions of sleep daprivation. 


I also hope that the State Department and other government ee might 
consider investigating Temple afvairs both in Guyana and in the United States. 

I consides it a reaconable possibility that the Temple, having sizeable amounts 

of United States dollars ‘n its possession, may eventually be able to subvert |. 
the oe of Guyana-~-2 small underdeveloped and «wnsophisticated country. If 
the latter occurs, {t would cartainiy not be in the interests of the United States.

At the 
time I was pun the Statement, he and other Temple representatives were te'ling 
Peeses having sexual relations with her fester father, ‘n order 
ou st my support in returning her to Temple membership. I came 
to the conclusion, in my contacts with Tempie representatives, that the Temple 
ts a very powerful organization which is paranofd in philosophy (society will 
attempt to crush us) 4nd is very sacretive concerning its operations. I also 
came to the conclusion that it systematically limits the information and news 
received by its members concerning the rest of society, and by persuasion and 
coercion actively attempts to pravent defector: from its ranks. 






I am writing you in the hope that the State Canpartment might be able to assist 
me in personally contacting my sons. 1 would like to see them in such 4 siz 
tion as might make it possible fer then to make a relatively fre ; 
leave or stay in the sre q. Friends of ming Nave Conticted their chitdren aftcr 
considerahie Ort anc expense, only tu meat their children surroundad by Temple 


members, and only after their children had apparently been subjected to great 
psychological pressure under conditions of sleep deprivation. 


I also hope that the State Department and other gowgrnment departments mighe 
consider investigating Temple affaivs both tn Guyana and in the United States. 

I consider it a reasosable possibitity that the Temple, having sizeabie amounts © 
of United States dollars in its possession, may eventually be able to subvert 

the government af Guyana--a small underdevelopad and unsophisticated country. if 
the latter occurs, it would certainly sot be in the interests of the United States.

‘ with Congressman Ryan, et al 


To the best of my recollection, Jackie Sneiers, 
with whom I had heen in close contact regarding CODEL 
Ryan's visit to Guyana, teleohoned me on the morning 
of the Friday before Congressman Ryan was scheduled 
to leave for Guyana and said that the Congressman 
nac two former metbers of the People's Temple in nis 
office. These former People's Temple members hai a 

* glane to cateh that afternoon, and Congressman Ryan 
wished to bring them to the Department 50 *hat thay 
could brief the Department on what they xnew of the 
People’s Temple. As I cécall, either she said chat 
Sick Belt of CA/SCS was setting ud a meesing to meet 


E with Congressman Ryan or I told Aer I would ask Dick 
Bj Belt to do so. In any event, a meeting was arranged 


that morning, November 13, by SCS. I attended. Among 
those I remember as being present were Congressman 
Pyan, Jackie Sseiers and Jim Scollart who were 
accompanying the Congressman to Guyana, as well as 
- Terry Foartune of L/ARA, Dick Balt, and Al Gise of CA 
who chaired the meeting. The two former members of pb 
the People's Temple, both of them young ladies, ware 
also present. I do not remember their names, but in 
he light cf subsequent events, I believe one of them 






Congressman Ryan and the twa former 
members, especially the one I believe to b 
dominated the meeting, briefing the State Dedartmer 
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participants on the People's Temple. Congressinan Ryan 
gtarted by axplaining now he had “become interested in the 
people's Tample. aAs I recall, this interest arose out of 
several complaints regarding the People's Temsle from his 
constituents in California. [In looking into these complaints, 
it became apearent that something was wrong with the Peonle'’s 
Temple, and the more he looked into it the more he was 
determined to get to the bottom of the Peoole's Temple situa- 
cien and, if possible, straighten it out. He sald he was 
going to Guyana to see if allegations of brainwashing and 
that the Temple was holding members against their will were 
correct. He recognized the difficulties involved and that 
his Visit might stir up trouble in the People's Temple in 
Guyana. However, he was determined to ga and assured us that 
he would try to avoid any unnecessary difficulty or confronta- 
f£ion with the Embassy, Guyanese officiais, or People's Temple 
representatives. Rather, he said, he would try to seek their 
cooperatinn and,to the extent possible, friendship. However, 
when asked what he would do if the People's Temple continued 
to refuse to allow him to visit Jonestown, he replied that he 
wollld came on the doorstep of the People's Temple office in 
Georgetown until he was received and allcwee to present nis 
case for permission to visit Jonestown. [Ff this took longer 
than the three to Four days projected,for nis visit, he was 
prepared to er:tenc the time ha spent in Gaorgetowr..

1. SUMMARY: 


I travelled to Jonestown to the Peoples Tewple 
agriculcural community on Augese 35, 1977, January 
lL. 1978 and May 10, 1978. These aa ee were Lo 
perform both normal consular activitins and to respond 
to inquiries from relatives of individuals who were 
at the community, In order £060 insure aztcess to the 
farm It would inform the Peoples Temple before hand 
of my plans to visit. I would give them some but = 
mot all of the rames of peonolte that I wished to 
contact. I did not give out the nanes of those 
L had ~zason to believe had been abused in some 
way by the Temple so that I could determine for 
myself whether in faet the individual had vee) mis- 
treated.

because I had seem them on previous visits to the 
community or at the Consulate in Georgetown, I would 

ask them tu produce their passport for identity. 

I would chen move with them eway from the central 
pavilion where I would then proceed te ask them 

the follewing questions: How are you? What are you 
doing? Are you veing well crested? Do you wish 

to leave? Are you being held here against your 

will? have you been mistreated in any way? What 

are your plana ‘for the future? Have you heard from 

your family in the United States? Have you writtea 

your family in the United States? Are you satisfied 
with your present life Sie SSAwabaene tL did not ask 

all those interviewed the same questions. My questioning 


was based upon information contained in the Letter 


from the concerned relative. However, the above 
questions ere besicaliy what were asked. I zlso votes. 
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informed them that if they wished to leave we could 

do so immediately in the GOG official vehicle. In 

every instance, the interviewees replied that they 

were not held against their will or mistreated. 

While I was concerned whether the answers were genuine 

and the individuals had not bean intimidated, there 

was gimply no way that I could prove otherwise. Therefore, 
I reported what the individual said and my iwpressions 

of the ceiewege wee. Io gtill £ind it difficule to 

believe that the visits were stage managed. T had 

free access anywhere I wished to go and I never chought 

I was being prevented from viewing certain areas. 

I always tried to use some excuse to break away from 
jnomever was with me and approach a single men>er 

of the community to-discuss his activities. I had 

hoped to see if £ could determine sa tenseness on the.

80). Temple was very unhappy at che Embassy's assistance 
to the Stoen’s and in a meeting on January 16, in their 
attempt to present information showing Jones as the 
Ratevad father of John Stoen as well as accusing Tin 


Stoen of being a transvesdite. I respended that Tim 
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Stoen's morals had no bearing on whether I would assist 
them. That the members actions were solely favored 

upon proper assistance to American citizens when they 

have been unfairly treated by a local government. When 
Temple representatives charged that the Embassy had 

never assisted them especially with Jim Jones whe was under 
the threat of arrest, therefore, we were biased against 
them. I refuted this statement by pointing out that 

I had:contacted Paula Adams and strongly suggested 

that Jim Jones appear in court te avoid the necessity 

for being arreated. I also stated that no one from 

the Temple had ever asked our assistance on any particular 
matter. The Temple members continued their lLorang 

for a bit longer and also apparently tried to convince... 
me that Tim and Grace Stoen were anarchists who had 


been asked to leave the organization because they wanted 


the Temple to. carry ‘out violent acts ‘against the U.S. 
Government and that Jim Jones and other Consul members — 
had disapproved of such activity and had asked that

members in the United States contact appropriate 

law enforcement organizations. 


In early May I was again visited oy 


and again there to express their 7 
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concern over this alleged mercenary threat in which 
tney complained the comnunity was defenseless and 
that the people were living in fear. I asked whether | 
they had contacted the Guyanese police and they said 
that they had, and I reiterated that that was all 
they could do. That the Embaagsy was not in a position 
to assist them in this matter. I reiterated that | 
if they had evidence to support this assertion 
they should have their people in the United States 
contact their appropriate American law enforcement 
agencies that they were responsible for investi- 
gating such activity. During these interviews, of 
which there were several concerning this subject, 
I recall on at least one cccasion of asking ther 
whether the community had any weapons. I was told 
there were tew waupona but nothing that would protect 
an attack from a well armed force.

I also mentioned 
to them the fact that I had heard they were also in 
contact with the Soviet Embassy and asked if they 
were such a peaceful organization, who only wanted to 
be left alone, why in fact were they involving them- 
selves with foreign diplematic Missions. I told 
them as far as I was concerned they could talk 
to whom they pleased and invite to Jonestown whom 
they pleased, but that this activity simply did not 
jive with what they had been telling me. The trio 
was obviously net very happy with the way bie eoney Ste ae 
versation was going and apologized for Carter's 
statements. They said that they were presently 
concerned about my attitude because there before 
I had always been friendly and now it appeared 
I was being hostile to them. X patiently explained 
to them for what probably was the 100th time that 


my attitude was neither friendly or hostile, but 


that X simply did my job based upon the facts that oe 


were presented to me, and that they should not con- 
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strue my relacionship as being one either of support 


for or against the Peoples Temple. 


June, 1978 
During the first two weeks of June, I had a number 

of centacts with the Peoples Temple which were short 

because at that time Consular Section was shorthanded. . 
Most of the contact pertained primarily to the Hunter 
episcde during which I reiterated to the Peoples 
Temple that while I had no official confirmecion of 
their activities, vis a vi RE chev had 
certainly caused concern of unspecified areas. At 

this point, Sharon Amos in particular tried very 
hard to draw me out to take either a personal or 
official U.S. government position on the upcoming ~~~ oe 
referendum that was to take place in Guyana on 
July 10. In every instance, I told her that the 
referendum was an internal Guyanese affair fer which 
neither I cr the Embassy had any position. The 

U.S. Government believed that the referendum was a 
matter for the Guyanese people to decide themselves. 


On a number of occasions, Amos would continue to 


probe and I would just cut her off by mentioning -.- ie 
how busy I was and conversation would be concluded. .. .- 
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Note: Conversations were always conducted with 
another Vice Consul present, since the Ambassador 
believed that for my own protection another officer 
should always be present at these interviews. 

Amos and company came to see me during the later 
part of June to ask about the status on the Stoen case. 
I responded that there had been no movement on the 
case, since the judge had been out of the country 
for some time, but that I thought he was Likely to 
render a decision within the next 60 days when he | 
returned from his vacation. In late June the Temple 
came to complain about the actions of two Jonestown 
families in the National Enquirer.

A. Incoming 


The yellow phone lines, which are on a rotary working

The red phone lines, which are a rotary working off 
extension 29380, will be allocated to the remaining CA, ARA 
and PA personnel operating in tne back of tne Task Force Area, 
for incoming calls.

B. Outgoing 


All sutgoing calls are to be placed on the blue color- 
coded lines available to each phone console. In some cases, 
these will not: be enough. ‘At those times, persons needing to 
call on cutgcing lines can find 4 additional lines available 

on phones (for outgoing calls only) in the large conference + 
room adjacent to the Task Force Area. Outgoing calls are not 

to be placed on any red or yellow iines. 


Secretarial Stations 


There are three secretarial stations exclusively dedi- 
cated to answering incoming next-of~kin phone calls. These are 
immediately adjacent to the forward room of the Task Force Area. 
A fourth station for this purpose, if needed, can be located in 
the room itself, at the nain table. It is essential that secre- 
taries assigned by CA to these stations be given no work cther 
than telephone receptionist duties and coordination between them 
and the SCS personnel handling private citizen calls at the table 
in the forward room be closely ronitored and supervised by one 
individual designated by CA/EX Jor this purpoge.

Mr. Schollaert began lu ith Miss Watson by generally 
criticizing the role of the State Department and the Embassy 
in their handling of Congressman Ryan's briefings, and of 
the Situation in Jonestown. After having read the masses 
of documents on Jonestown provided to the HIRC by the Depart-— 
ment of State, he believed one could have concluded from 
the information availiable that Jonestown was a real troubie 
spot and that more should have been done. He tended to agree 
with Jackie Speier that the Congressman had not been as deeply 
briefed as he could have been. In discussing Gecrgetown's 1815 
which asked the Department if the Embassy could prompt the 
GOG to pay more critical attention to Jonestown, Schollaert 
said the message was so carefully worded as to have almost 


solicited the narrow, legal, negative reply which was forth- 
comings.

Miss Watson explained to Scho?.laert the limitations that 
Embassies had to reSpect in their dealings with local 
Americans. These restrictions stemmed from the First Amend- 
ment, and the Privacy and Freedom of Information Acts. 
Consular officers are in no sense investigators and they could n 
initiate the sort of action Schollaert seemed to recommend 
without clear evidence that crimes were being committed. 
Schollaert said two things should have suggested to the 
Embassy that something criminal was going on: 1) Debbie

t w&a&sS again pointed out to Schollaert the Embassy 
could only act if really convincing evidence of criminal 
action were available. The USG had to consider that 75 
consular interviews had taken place in which specific 
allegations of maltreatment had been pursued. Every case 
proved negative. This was a persuasive body of negative 
evidence when placed against the accusations that had been 
made against Janestown. 


Schollaert said he doubted the Congress would let an 
issue as tragic and dramatic as Jonestown pass. There was 
a good deal of pressure that the USG should have done something, 
and this pressure would become greater as California reore- 
sentatives continue to hear from their constituents. 


Miss Watson said Congress had written the Freedom of 
Information and Privac, Acts, and these were interpreted 
by lawyers and the courts. Consuls could not act on their 
instincts or some notion of equity. If they did not comply 
with the law they could be sued and could risk a fine or 
imprisonment. HWigh-ranking people from the Watergate era 
were Still in prison for not having respected our laws. i 
the Congress were to modify the law, Consuls would work. by 
something else. But could any legislation moves be mate 
in that direction without Stirring up reactions from other 
segments of the public? 


Schellaert remarked the Embassy @did not have a good 
reputation for being helpful to visiting newsmen. He could 
cite only the case of two newsmen who had been refused 
acmission on @rrivai without visas in Georgetown and de- 
ported. Miss Watscn reminded him now the Embassy hat omptaines 
GSuvanese permission for some of the newsmen accompanying 
Congressman Ryan to enter the country although they had no 
wisasS anc one was found to be violating the Guyanese currency 
laws. 
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Schollaert also informed Miss Watson he haa heard that 


Jackie Speier might run for Congressman Ryan's seat. He 
concluded if she would have the pnvsical strength for a 
campaign.

Jonestown Update 


This will bring you current on several Jonestown 
issues: USG funding, disposition of the remains r 
and reimbursement from the Peoples Temple. 


Funding . ; 

Several weeks ago OMB decided that most Jonestown 
related expenses would be funded under secticn 531 
of the Foreign Assistance Act, using Contingency 
Fund appropriations and, tc the extent these were 
insufficient, Economic Suprort FPund appropriations. 


Subsecuently, we were told by Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee staff that Senator Church intended 
to send you a letter challenging this use of AID . 
funds and asking you te withhold di anding a he 
GAO investig I spoke with 9RgaRE ES j 
she lecter. ite other SFRC staff - agreed - 

that in lieu o e Church letter, they would accept 
Committee report language noting that the Guyana 
payment had been made, that it was unprecedented and 
extraordinary, and that it did not constitute a 
precedent for casual resert to the AID funds. AIb 

is drafting this language. We have agreed to withhold 
funding until they and we agree on the language. 
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Meanwhile, piqued at the delay, DOD sent the 
bilis for Jonestown expenses to the Department -- 
but has said they will take them back once thev get 
a fund cite. 


Disposition of the Remains 


The California Superior Court held a hearing on 
Monday, February 26, to review the Emergency Relief 
Committee's (ERC) plan for disposing of the remains. 
The California Attorney General's office opposed 
transporting unidentified bodies to California on 
the grounds that they had no connection with that 
state. The judge asked for further information; 

CA is providing & memo indicated that 227 out of the 
253 unidentified bodies hav2 a nexus with California. 


There may not be enough liquid Peoples Temple 
(PT) assets to defray the costs of transportation and 
disposition, but the court-appointed receiver is 
attempting to obtain a commercial loan to fund 
the ERC plan. The court is expected to issue a finai 
ruling on the ERC plan early next week. CA and .DOJ 
representatives at the California hearing anticipate 
‘a favorable. ruling. If this holds up, it will solve 
a problem that we have been wrestling with for weeks.

On 14 Mar 79 I was contacted by Col Taylor, AF/MPXJ, who 
advised me that through administrative error, two deceased 
had duplicating numbers and that one of the deceased had 
been released to the NOK.

I suggested 
that notification be carried out by at least two representa- 
tives from Department of State (00S). I felt Lt eppropriate 
for DOS to do this as they were the officials xreaponsible 


for contacts with the families and in obtaining disposition 
of xemains. ° 


Col Taylor indicated that State may not wish to do this. We 
agreed that {it could be pleced in our (DOD) lapa due to it 
being our (AFIP) mistake. In this regard, Col Taylor brought 
up the possibility of me being tasked with the responsibility.

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On 15 Mar Ir was notified by Capt LeReouf, AF/MPXI, that DOD 
would have to assist the DOS in making the notification to 
the NOK (Atch 3).

Mr. Morris informed 
me that he stili had not received apeEructscrs from Washington 
that he was to assist me in any way. I showed him a copy of 
the, letter giving me my authority and instructions. While 
he placed ea cail to Mr. DiPlacido, bOSs Washington DC, 
Special Agent’ Botsko akd I went down to the FBI office ts 
review thelr flies on this famlly. This was done in order 
to find out more about the NOK and his family. 


I was able to review the interview of the one surviving 
sister of the deceased and in doing s0 satisfied enol? 
that there was no apparent Peoples Temple connection with 
the NOK. Although not much was, learned about the NOK, 1 
was satisfied that there wasn't any potential problen.

Dear Secretary Watson: 


It 4s my understanding that ydu are the State Department Official 
responsible for overseeing the disposition of the remains of the victims 
of the Guyana tragedy. As Secretary of the Delaware Departaent of Health 
and Social Services, I am réspenstble for administering Delaware's laws 


reneting burial or cremation af the dead and also the oe of 
ath.

For about six ae now, we have ‘been trving.to make it cluar to; 
State Pgh tail representatives that Delaware Jaws wake it virtually impos- 
sible for us ta petit the burial or cremation of any of the Guyane victims m7 
in Delaware. The die was cast when the State and fefanse Departeents 
removed the remains from Guyana without: ba edt médicolegal investi ga- 
tions of the cause and manner of death. tis investigation was not 
undertaken in Guyana and since the remains were embalaed here without 
appropriate investigations, we cannot issue the necessary burial or crena- 
tion parniits in Ostaware. The officials who aust put their reputations and 
signatures on thé Hine are not prepared to tssue burtal xad cremation. per- 
mits without the necaasary madtcetega investigntions. 


State Dapartment presentatives wate told what. WRS netded to mest. 
felaware requirements at a meeting on Hovember 29, 1978. Attending. that 
meeting for the State were. the eee of the State Oivision of Public 
Health and the Chief Madical Exasiner of the State o Belawake.

A little mre than a year ago, I sat in the Chairman of this Conmittee's 
office and tocether we grieved because we had lost a friend and a colleague 
in the man of the late Congressman leo J. Ryan.

Since the tragic events of November 18, 1978, forums all across tr - 
country, and in fact around the world have challenged spokespirsons to 
speculate as to why.Jonestow: happened.

Rather, both the Congress ani the 
Executive Branch conducted investigations into the Jonestom tragedy. zt 
have read the documents prepared by the State Department and the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and cooperated fully with both inquiries.

I quote 
fram that ackiress: "We pay tribute to a man who believed that every persan 
was worth helping, and that every problem could, and sheutd, be confronted.”

It has been 15 months since that cay when over 900 Americans died, in 
the jungle of Guyana.

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testimony to the Staff Investigative Group of the House Foreign Affairs 
Cammittee. I know of several others who did the same thing: vet, our specific 
testimony is included omiy in a classified edition of the report, which has 
not been made available to any of us. All we received was a 37 page report, 
with only very general statements about our testimony. The report states on 
page 29, and I quote, “The U.S. Embassy in Guyana did not demonstrate adequate 
initiative, sensitive reaction to, and appreciation of progressively momting 
indications of highly irregular and illegal activities in Jonestcwn.” 


On page 39 it says, “Absent in the Embassy's dealings with People's 
Temple were the vital elements of ccammn sense and an honest and healthy 
skepticism" We are talking about the loss of 914 lives, inclutiing a Mnited 
States Congressman; not a simple mistake! The frustration I personally feel 
and felt, and I am certain cthers parellel re in their attempts tc get heip 
is overwhelming. I timed to everyome I could think of in any position of 
authority, from the President right down to direct appeals to the ambassy 
officials in Georgetown, Guyana, dating back to March 1978 ~ nine months 
before my son was finally killed. I, myself, ~1iled copies of the affidavits 
of Yolanda Crawford and Debbie Layton Blakey, both of whom escaped from . 
Jonestown, to Mr. Ellice, the U.S. Comsul in Guyana. I asked in JAuly 1978, for 
a team of inspectors to be sent into Jomestom to stay for several days, in 
order to accurately assess what was really trues. I even sent a recent picnmre 
of my gon and his wife, 30 that there would be no mistake about who the embassy 
officials were talking to, and s0 that they would know what they looked like 
before they left this country. I wes told, in writing, by two omsular officials, 
Mr. McCoy and Mr. Ellice, that a visit to Jonestown would cccur about the end 
of August. No one actually went out there until November 7, cme week before 
Leo Ryan's previously announced visit, along with the rest cf us, to Guyana. 


On Thursdzy, November 16, the day our group had an appointment with the 
ambassador, I called the emhassy to inquire from Mr. Ellice why I had heard 
nothing since Augast. I was told by him that a visit had been made, and that 
a letter had been mailed to me at hore. As we walked into the embassy, at 
2:00, I was handed a letter regarding the November 7 visit to Jamestown, with 
Mr. Ellice'’s comment that evidently someone had "forgotten” to mail it. 
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In the State Department's own report on their performance in Guvana it states 
that quarterly visits had been set up to Jonestown, due to the allegations 
against. the Temple. Why, then, dic no q@me go out there for § mmths? I have 
heard it said that the trips were "delayed". ‘What embassy business could 
possibly have been more wes»Mt than a threat to the Lives and well-being of 
over 900 Americans? ‘The State Department points the finger at the embassy 
for, arxi I quote from the Foreign Affairs Report, "The lamentable breakdown in 
commmications” and the embassy points back at the State Department. Where 
does the buck stop? 


Who exactly is responsible? I think it's very commendable that the 
State Decartment is now implementing the recomendations of that Committme's 
report, vy doing threat assessments before a Congressman visits a foreign 
country, by training consular officials in the psychological aspects of mind 
control, and so forth. Bae, Va aie tao Se Bren oh Maree Petes Or 
any Of the rest of them. 


Finally, I would Like to ask why, although I realize thet the circumstances 
were somewhat different, were the lives of our hostages, including over 250 
immocent children, not equally as importent as those of the hostages in Iren? 
Why were they slaughtered without any help from anymme except one very brave 
Congressman? What will it take to put the puzzle together? Wien are we, in 
this country, going to start thinking about people as our mumber ow priority, 
rather than oil. I'd rather get a horse, amy day, than give up any of my 
children? 


I ask this subcommittee to assist us in or pursuit of the whole truth 
of the story of Guyana. ; 


Again, I wish to thank Congressmmm Royer amd his able staff for their 
interest and assistance, and I thank this subconmittee in advance for the help 
which I feel sure they will not deny us.

I would like to expreas my appreciation to Chairman 
Fascell for convening these oversight hearings. I know that 
Leo Ryan had the highest personal regard for Mr. Fascell. He 


considered him to be his mentor on this committee and his 
friend. 


I also want to thank Rep. Bill Royer for nis role in 
pressing for these hearings. His efforts have earned him the 
respect of everyone who was touched by the tragedy in Guyana 
in November, 1978. It is an irony of fate that this 
subcommittee is one on which Leo Ryan served and worked 
closely with members who are here today. 


The conduct of this open Congressional hearing can 
help to determine if our government withheld vital informa- 
tion from Rep. Leo Ryan, and if his death and the death of 
over 900 persons could have been averted. 


iZ@o went to Guyana in a last ditch effort to determine 
the validity of serious charges made about Jim Jones and 
the Peoples Texple in Jonestown. Rep. Ryan had received 
detailed-allegations that at least. some of the more than 
900 Americans there were being held against their will under 
brutal, inhuman circumstances. He would not have ied 2 
Congressional delegation there if the facts could have 
been determined any other way.

One of the most 
aifficuit areas is that of review of exemption provisions 
under the Privacy Act and the Freedom of Information Act. 
It is clear that the Privacy Act was interpreted by the 
State Department to deny Representative Ryan access to 
pertinent information concerning Jim Jones and the Peoples 
Temple in Guyana. - 


It is also clear that the Preedom of Information Act 
was interpreted by Szate Department perscnnel in such a 
way as to provide complete access to Jim Jones about 
inquiries or actions concerning Jones and the Peoples Temple. 
Our experience in the Ryan office in that regard is detailed 
in the attached news story in the San Mateo Times of 12/6/78, 
"Somehow the Word Would Get to Peoples Temple” (Exhibit A). 
That free flow of information to Jones from the State 
Department, and the reasons for it, have rever been 
properly addressed. Was it de-facto State Department policy 
or was it the work of a few key officials with close ties 
to Jim Jones? 


A major issue that has escaped scrutiny is the emphasis 
placed by the State Department on promoting American 
Commercial interests overseas as its first priority, to 
the detriment of the problems of individual U.S. citizens 
abroad. That issue was raised by Rap. Paul McCloskey in an 
interview published in the San Mateo Times on 12/8/78, 
"McCloskey Slams State Department (Exhibit B) . 


The following is an excerpt from that news story: 
"A congressional investigation of the Jcarextown 
massacre is likely to show that the U.S. State _ 


Department was more concerned with promoting 
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exportation cf naturel resources from Grrana 
than exposing injwiices within Peoples Semple 
or protecting Americans visiting that country, 
Rep. Paul McCloskey told The Times Thursday. 
The Republican congressman from Menlo Park who 
had worked with his slain colleague, Rep. Leo 
J. Ryan, for State Department intervention in 
the Jonestown commune, stated: 


"I think an investigation will bring cut that 
the Guyanese government had a relationship 
with (the Rev. Jim) Jones and that the U.8. 
Embassy (in Georgetown) knew about it, accepted 
it and didn't try to intrude. 


"Based on my dealings with the State ‘Department, 

I think it is apparent that the department vas 

. more concerned with getting along with the 
Guyanese...and promoting exports from that 
country than it was in protecting U.S. Citizens.” 


The most important mineral resources in Guyana 
are bauxite and manganese. Gold and diamonds 
also are nined. Bauxite is the principal source 
cf aluminum. 


MeCloskey said it is the "inherent mission" 
of all U.S s' embassies, as representatives of the 
president, to place more exzphasis on maintaining 


rt 
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an amiable relationship with a host country and 
promoting exports than locking after the interests 
of citizens abroad. 


He said it.is his hope that the investigation will 
result in an order by the House International 
Relations Committee that embassies take a 

“stronger position” on the weli~being of Americans.* 


I find nothing in the State Dapartment recommendations that 
remotely touches on this matter. 


One of the State Department recommendations most 
pertinent to the Guyana eagecy “ae Item G (1) which 
stated: 


"GG. The Department should strengthen its support 
for Congressional delegations travelling overseas. 
We endorse the current efforts of the Department 
to provide: (1) more definitive threat assesanments | 
in areas to be visitad by Congressional groups:”* 


Threat assessnents, ‘to be effective, must cadenekeiig 
include current intelligence date from the area. involved. 
The question is whether the results of such intelligence 
@ata will be shared with Congressional delegations or 
withheld from them. The record shows that no such intelligence 
data was made available to Leo Ryan concerning Guyana. 
In fact, the State Department denied knowledge of any 
intelligence data concerning the Peoples Temple in Guyana 
in its report of 12/13/78 from Douglas Bennet, Assistant 
Secretery for Congressional Relations, to Rep. Ciement 
Zablocki, Chairman of the International Relations Committee... 
Question #& from Chairman Zabilocki asked: 


mim 
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“Were the activities of the Peoples’ Temple Church 
investigated by the FBI and/or other U.S. 
Government agencies and, if sc, were their findings 
made available to the Departmart of State?" 


The State Department response was: 


"The Department of Justice haz informed the 
Department that it conducted no investigations of 
the Pacples' Temple prior to the death of 
Congressman Ryan. We have been informed that the 
Federal Communications Commission investigated 
use cf amateur radio stations by the Peoples’ 
Pemple to determine whether that use violated the 
Pedexsl Communications Act of 1934. 


fhe Department is unaware of any other investigations 
chat may have been conducted by other U.S. 
Government agencies of the Peoples* Temple or its 
activities other than the single report of the 
Customs investigation noted in our response to 
Question 7 shove." 


That cesponse can he true only if you believe that 
U.S. governwent intelligence operations in Guyana were 
completely shielded frog the State Department. Our 
goverment did have an intelligence presence in Guyana peibe 
to Leo Ryan's trip there. X know that an agent of the 
Cantxal Isitelligence agency witnessed his death. On the 
afterncan of toevenber 18, 1978, I received two phone calis 
in California from Washington, D.C. ‘The first was from the 
Carribbean Derk at the State Department. I had been in . 
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touch with them several times that day Hecause of ny: 
concern over Leo‘s presence at Jonestown and tHe potential 
Genger there. 


The State Department caller told me that they Had 
just received a report from the American EmBassy in 
Georgatown of a shooting incident at the Port Kaittuma 
airstrip. The report satd that three people Had Been 
killed and fifteen wounded, and that Rep. Ryan may bave 
been one of those killed. 


Within fifteen minutes, IT had a aecond phone. call, 
this time from a member of the White House staff wiiom F 
know personally. He tnid me that five people Had Bean 
killed, including Leo. When Yr said that hts information 
differed from that which I just received from the State 
Department, he responded, "Joe, our information ts correct. 
We have a CIA report from the scene’. 
H 

ae Tha White House aide then asked my asatatance in 
identitying the other four perscns by deserting thiatr 
roles. Because of my famtitarity with the mission, £ 
was able to identify Don Harris and the TV newscaster, 
Boh Brown as the TV cameraman and Greg RoBinscn age thea ‘#t£1i- 
photographer. 


Since a CIA agent wes present at the assareinatian 
of Congressman Ryan, it seems raasonable to assume that 
our government had received prior reports on tie Peoples 
Temple. 


Purther confirmation of CIA activities in Guyana are 


contained in a San Matec Times news story of 12/14/72, °CTA 
Agent Witnessed Jonestown Mass Suicide” (2xkhifit Cl], I Rave 
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been informed that House rules forbid specific charges 
against named individuais in cpen session, but I am 
ready to discuss such charges against more than one 
individual in Executive Session if this Committee chooses 
to hear them. 


I believe that the tragic consequences of with- 
holding intelligence data from Leo Ryan in Guyana should 
serve as a warning to all future Congressional delegations 
abroad. Unless the Congress insists on the inclusion of 
such data in State Department threat assessments, the 
ability of Congress to fulfill its fact-finding and 
investigative responsibilities will be at the mercy of the 
Executive Branch of the government. 


It also appears that existing law may have been 
broken by the Central Intelligence Agency in fabling to 
report to the appropriate Committees in Congress on its 
:govert activities in Guyana. In December of 1974, 
as an amendment to the FPoreign Aid Act, Congress approved 
a provision sponsored by Harold Sughes of Iowa in the 
Senate and by Leo Ryan of California in the House. This 
is what it said: : 

"No funds appropriated under the authority of this 

er any other act may be expended by cr on behalf 

of the CIA for operations in foreign countries, 

other than activities intunded soiely for obtaining 
necessary intelligence, unless and until the 
president finds that each such operation is important 
to the national security and reports, in a timely 
fashion, a description and scope of such ocperation 

to the appropriate committees of the Congress.' 


Fa 
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The CIA did have an operation in Guyana, in addition 
to the obtaining of necessary intelligence. That operation 
was specifically designed to support the government 
of Prime Minister Ferbes Burnham, and there are credibie 
reports that it included covert support for Jim Jones as 
an ally of Forbes Burnham. Specifically, the Peoples' 
Temple provided funds to the Burnham group and also acted 
as a terrorist organization to intimidate the opponenents 
of the Burnham regime. And the Burnham government was 
cooperative with our commercial interests and with the 
policy of the U.S. State Department in promoting the ) 
exportation of natural resources from Guyana. 4 


It seems almost certain now that our intelligence 
sources were aware that charges that American citizens were 
being held in bondage were true, and that they allowed 
that condition to cont‘aue in the interests of their 
mission. They also withheld that information from members 
of Congress, including Leo Ryan, and from desperate 
relatives who pleaded for government essistance for their 
loved ones. The Department of State consistently reasysured 
such relatives that all was wel} at Jonestown. A typical 
example is the State Department response of 6/16/78 to 
Sherwin Harris of Lafayette, California (Exhibit D). 

By the time that Leo Ryan lec the Congressional 
delagation tc Guyana in November, 1978, the difficult 
question posed fer cur government was whether or not it 
should admit to Ryan that: 


l. A covert intelligence operation existed in 
Guyana that hac not been reported to appropriate 
committees in Congress as required by law; — 


when Mode woe a ep ae ee 


z. American citizens were being held in Jonestown 

against their will; 

3. Our governmeit was using Jim Jones as an ally 

of the Burnham government to maintain its 
control of Guyana. 

Someone,or some group, made the decision to 
"stonewall" the Ryan delegation. Tha, was-a fatal 
mistake, although at the time it must have appeared that 
Lao's mission would fail since it was obvious that 
neither our government, the governmesiit of Guyana nor 
Jim Jones wanted him in Guyana, or especially in J. nestown. 
Under those circumstances, it appeared vary unlikely that 
one lone Cengressman would be able to "kick down tke 
doors", to use one of Leo's pet phrases. On the cther 
hand, it was likely that if leo Ryan had beer. given 
intelligence data indicating that American citizens 
were being held against their will under brutal circunstances, 
he would have used that information with the appropriate 
committee in Congress to force our goverpment to free thoze 
pecple. Leo would not have nad to go to Guyana. And all 
those deaths would have been averted. . 


News accounts from Georgetown at the time of the Ryan 
mission there said that Leo was winning the media ox public- . 
opinion battle against Jim Jones. Before Lea's departure 
for Guyana, he and I discussed his plan to go up te the 
gates of Jonestown, in the presence of the media, and request 
permission to enter. If such permission were refused, 

Leo would then returm to Congress with proof that Jonestown 
was a closed settlement. If he was allowed to enter, he 
intended to assess the situation there fairly, hut to 
insist on tz, ting alone to specific people and to personally 
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escort amy one cut who wished to leave, 


Wien it became cbvious that Leo Ryan was going to 
Jonestown even without prior agreement by Jim, Jones, our 
government had its last cHance tc disclose the tzrue nature 
of the situation there to Leo. Someone decided at this 
juncture to take the chance that Jones would Be ale to 
put on a show that would convince the Ryan group that all 
was well in Jonestown, It seems incredible to me tRat 
our governmen:, Knowing what it did aBout the situation 
inside Jonestown and the potential for violence there, 
would take that chance. It is a terriBly Rarsi. cmestion te 
ask, but is it possible that even the terrifile tragedy 
that occurred was preferred over disclosure of our 
covert operation in Guyana? 


In reviewing the adequacy of the recommendations 
from the State Department, the most significant ombsstron 
is that of the presence of CIA personnel in key roles 
within the State Department. Their existence is known to 
our allies and to our potential enemies aligze, It is a 
sscret only from the American public, I Believe that tHe 
CIA serves a vital and essential purpose in our national 
interest. I also understand that its personnel cperate 
under orders from the National Security Agency and the 
President. Their work is often dangerous and tlhey must 
be protected. It may be necessary under agome circenmstances 
for CIA personnel to use the cover of the State Department 
employees. However, such usage should Be kept to an 
absoivte minimum since it can obviously create radical 
mutations in pelicy and endanger the lives of Amerfcan 
citizens abroad wniess great care is taken. 


If, as seers prohahbie, our State Department policy 
nowards the Peoples Temple and Guyana was dominated By tHe 
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CTA operation there, the Department's lamess and indifference to petitions and 
camilaints S00 refugees for defecturs) and from concemed relatives becomes 
mare understandable. Some of the major petitions and affidavits which were 
ignored or “lost” included: 


1. Tne Concerned Relatives' petition of May 10, 1978 to the Secretary 
of State; which included sworn notarized affidavits concerning the 
amuse of hurem rights by Jones. 


2. The April 10, 1978 affidavit of Yolanda D.A. Crawford, a People's 
Temple defector, describing beatings and abuses in Jonestown. 


= 


3. The affidavits of May and Jime, 1978, by Debbie Blakey describing 


The State Department's response of June 26, 1978, to Ambassador Burke's telegram 
of June 6, 1978, was a clear rejectic: of Burke’s request for permission to 
discuss the Jonestown situation with the Govermment cf Guyana. It seems quite 
possible, in retrospect, that this rejectio was influenced by intelligence 
agency considerations. 


Some knowledgeable observers may argue that the dasaths of Leo Ryan, the 
media members and over 900 American residents of Jonestown may be the price 
we had to pay to keep control of Guyana. Sort of a “that's war, folks; that's 
the way it is” attitoxie. Bot what if Guyana falis anyway, and soon? That 
spectre was raised in a news article free Iondon and published in the San 
Francisco Chrmmicle on December 9, 1979, “Guyana May Be the Next ~ Fall” 
{Exhibit E). 


That article detailed the desperate economic plight of the Guyanese pecple 
“nd their growing opposition, now estimmted at 75 to 80 percent, to the Burnham 
government. It also discussed the use of violence by another U.S. based pseudo 
religious group. This group, “The House of Israel”, appears to be the strong- 
aem successor to the People's Temple in support of Bumihem. If the tragedy at Jomestown 
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was in fact allowed to happen to protect the secrecy of 
our intelligence operations in Guyana, the ultimate tragedy 
when Guyana falls will be that it was in vain. 


I submit that our government policy in the under-- 
developed countries in the Carribean is fataily flawed if it 
is based sclely on the protection of U.S. commercial 
interests. We must be more supportive to the native 
economies in the Carribean if we are to maintain our sphere 
of influence against Cuba and Russia. 


Grenada, a small igland nation near Guyana, has 
already been taken into the Communist sphere of influence, 
despite our support for the government of Sir Eric Gairy, 
which fell in March, 1979. It is of interest to note that 
Gairy and Jim Jones were close enough for Gairy to visit 
Jones at the Peoples Temple in San Francisco prior to 
Jones' departure to Guyana. A photograph of the two 
together appears in a book "The Suicide Cult” written 
by an San FPrancisco Chronicie reporter, Ron Javers. 


It has been reported that Jim Jones had planned to 
escape to Granada with a select group of supporters foliowing 
the mass murders in Jonestem. Jones did not intend to 
die in Jonestown. No paraffin tests were ever made on 
his hands to determine if he had fired a gun. It is now 
known that more than one million dollars of Peoples’ 

Temple money was deposited in a Grenada bank. ft should 

also be noted here that the pathology report by the Guyanese 
coroner showed that a high percentage of the victims 

examined were injected in the back with the poison. The 
proof was the blisters on the backs at the point of injection. 
We also know that an undetermined number of the Jonestown 
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residents showed up in Grenada following the Jonestown tragedy. 


My reason for going beyond a discussion of the recommendations 
by the State Department is that the fault may be with Government. 
policy rather than with the day-to-day conduct of State Department 
employees. When a tragedy of this magnitude occurs, we should do 
more, much more, than be content with a surface examination of 


individual conduct. 


I realize that many of the matters I have discussed today are 
beyond the purview of this Suscommittee, or of any standing 
committee of the Congress. For that reason, I eek now for the 
formation of a Special House Committee with full power to 
investigate all aspects of the Jonestown tragedy, including its 
impact on our foreign policy and our relations with neighboring 


Mations in the Caribbean. 


Some of the queStions to be addressed by such a Select 
Committee would include the following: 
1. Is it State Department policy to make protection of 
American commercial interests abroad its top priority 


at the expense of the safety of American citizens? 


2. To what extent is the CIA‘used to promote and protect 
American commercial interests abroad, in addition to 
its normal functions of gathering intelligence? Does 
such protection result in the creation of animosity toward. 


our country by citizens of these nations?

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3. Did our government use Jones and the Peoples Temple 
to support the Surnham government? If so, was the 
purpose to protect the commercial export of raw 
materials such as bauxite and manganese? 


4. Were members of our intelligence agencies 
serving in key positions in our Embassy in 
Guyana and in the State Department in Washington, 
p.c., and were they directed by our government to 
use those positions to control State Department 
conduct regarding ccamplaints against the 
Peoples Temple? - | ! 
S. Did our government knowingly acquiesce in the 
intolerable conditions of bondage at Jonestown 
in order to maintain control of the Guyanese 
government? 


6. Was our tovernment, through its intelligencs 
operation, fully aware of the arms in Jonestown 
and the potential for violence there? If so, why 
did it fail to insist 6m armed protection by the 
Guyanese government for the Ryan mission? Was 
Leo Ryan set up for murder? 


7. Did a member of the CIA, who was also a State 
Department official, go back into Jonestown after 
the killings at Port Kaitume and witness the mass 
wurder/suicide scene there? If so, why? 


8. Who killed Jim Jones and why? 
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9. Has the Administration used "National Security" 
aS an excuse to cover up the monumental error of 
withholding vital information from Leo Ryan 

_ coneerning Jim Jones anc the Peoples Temple 
in Jonestown, an error that led directly to 
the tragedy? 


I thank you for the opportunity to present this 
statement in an open hearing before this committee. My 
personal feelings about the tragic death of my good friend, 
Leo Ryan, are obvious. He is gone, but I believe that we 
ahould now proceed to examine fully the causes of this 
tragedy and to ensure that the errors leading to it are 
corrected for the good of our nation.

On behalf of Secretary Vance, I want to thank you for 
your communication concerning the situation at the 
People's Agricultural Temple in Guyana. 


As part of the traditional and internationally 
sanctioned prctection services, officers of the American 
Embassy in Georgetown, Guyana, periodically visit the 
People's Agricuitural Temple iocated at Jonestown, Guyana. 
These officers have been free to move about the grounds : 
and speak privately to any individuals, including persons 
who were velieved by their family and friends to ke held 
there against their will. it isa the opinion cf these 
officers, reinforced by conversations with local officials 
who deal with the People's eerer es that it is improbable 
anyone is being held in bondage In general, the people 
appear healthy, adequately tea. ana noused, and satisfied 
with their lives on what is a large farm. Many do hard, 
physical labor, but there is no evidence of persons being 
forced to work beyond their capacity or againat their 
will. 


Should you have a scwnttic individual abort whom you 
want information, please provide the name cf the persor 
anc the person's date and place of birth to the Office of 
Special Consular Services, Department of State, 
Washington, DeC. 20520. During the next visit to the 
People's Temple by an officer of the American Embassy, 
that efficer will attempt to speak privately with the 
individual in question, convey your concern, and report to 
you. .

rO ILL THE SEAT OF THE LATE LEO RYAN. IT WOULD FARTICULARLY LIKE 


TO COMMEND UNDER SECRETARY NIMETZ, HIS STAFF ASSISTANT PAUL BUNGE. 
2ND GUYANA DESK OFFICER RICHARD McCOY FOR THEIR PERSONAL COOPERATION 


2D ASSISTANCE. WHILE I MAY HAVE SERIOUS DISAGRE+MCNT WITH THE 


METHODS OF OPERATION OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT, I CERTAINLY CAN FIND 


NO FAULT WITH THE LEVEL OF COOPERATION AND CANOOR DISPLAYED TO ME 


BY THE OCrFICERS OF STATE WITH WHOM I FAVE DLALT wulLRE IN WASHINGTON. 
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LET ME ALSO CANDIDLY SAY THAT MY VIEWS ON THE PART THAT THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT PLAYED IN THIS ENTIRE UNFORTUNATE AFFAIR HAVE 
ALTERED APPRECIABLY IN THE MONTHS THAT I HAVE ADDRESSED MYSELF TO 
THIS MATTER. HOW I VIEW THEIR ROLE, OF COURSE, AFFECTS MY

PERHAPS THE LESSER OF TWO EVILS. TO BE SURE, IT ..AS BEEN APPARENTLY 
SOCIALISTIC AND AT TIMES HOSTILE. THERE WERE ALSO ALL OF THOSE FOREIGN 
INTELLIGENCE SERVICES PRESENT. 3sUT IT WASN’T AS BAD AS IT COULD HAVE BE

I BELIEVE, THEN, 
THAT AMBASSADOR BURKE'S DUTY WAS "O MAINTAIN A CONDITION OF 


LEVELNESS., 


INTO THIS SLLUNATION SUDTANLY STEPPED THE PEOPLE'S TEMPLE. 
AFTER ESTABLISHING RAPPORT WITH TRE BURNHAM GOVERNMENT, THE 


SEVESEND JIM JONES FROCLCEDED TO MVE GVER 900 AMERICAN CIirezens 
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INTO ONE OF THE MOST REMOTE AREAS OF GUYANA, IN DEEP JUNGLE, NEAR 

THE CONTESTED VENEZUELA BORDER. THIS CONCENTRATION OF APPARENTLY 
DISAFFECTED AMERICAN CITIZENS iN THIS AREA POSED, AT ONCE, A SINGULAR 
ANP UNIQUE CONSULAR AND POLITICAL PROBLEM TO THE EMBASSY, ONE WHICH 
POTENTIALLY THREATENED THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF 
GUYANA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. THE PROBLEM WAS 
AGGRAVATED BY THE LACK OF COOPERATION OF THE GOVERNMENT OF GUYANA,

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INTEND TO PURSUE AMENDMENTS TO THESE ACTS WHICH WILL, HOPEFULLY, 
REMOVE THESE RESTRAINTS.

. BEFORE YOU. 


STAYVE'S LETTER ALSO REFERS TO vvhE FRUEDGM OF INFORMATION 
AND PRIVACY ACTS. I HAVE ALREADY SPOKEN OF NY VIEWS ON THIS 
MATTER, I WILL, NEVERTHELESS, CONTUNUE ‘TO DPSS FOR AMENDMENTS 
TO THESE ACTS WHICH WILL REMOVE EVERY IMPEDIMeNT TO CANDID 


COMMUNICATION WITHIN THE STATE DEPARTMENT.

CONGRESS WHO WILL BE TRAVELING OVERSEAS, AND THE CHAIRMAN OF 
EACH DELEGATION IS INVITED TO ATTEND A BRIEFING ON SECURITY 
MATTERS BEFORE HIS DELEGATION DEPARTS FROM THE UNZTED 
STATES. | 

We ALSO CONSIDERED A NUMBER OF OTHER sTéPs THE DEPART- 
MENT COULD TAKE TO STRENGTHEN THE SECURITY ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
TRAVELING CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATIONS. WE EVEN EXAMINED ‘THE 
FEASIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING A PERMANENT SECURITY FORCE THAT 
COULD ACCOMPANY MEMBERS OF CONGRESS WHEN THEY TRAVEL ABROAD, 
BUT THE COST OF SUCH A SERVICE.WOULD HAVE BEEN PROHIBITIVE. 
WE ARE, HOWEVER, PREPARED TO PROVIDE MOBILE COMMUNICATIONS 
EQUIPMENT. AS APPROPRIATE, TO CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATIONS THAT 
MAY BE VISITING REMOTE OR ISCLATED AREAS OF THE WORLD, AND 
WE HAVE ACTUALLY DONE SO GN AT LEAST ONE OCCASION. 
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THe DEPARTMENT 1S CONCERNED THAT MEMBERS OF CONGRESS NOT 
COME TO HARM ONCE THEY HAVE LEST THIS NATION’S BORDERS, AND 


WE SHALL. CONTINUE TO TAKE WHATEVER ACTION WE CAN TO GUARAN~ 


TEE THE PHYSICAL SECURITY OF CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATIONS 
DURING THE TIME THEY ARE OVERSEAS. 

A SECOND AREA OF OUR FOCUS HAS BEEN THE IMPACT OF THE 
FREEDOM OF INFORMATION AND Privacy ACTS ON REPORTING FROM 
OUR EMBASSIES, ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL CONCLUSIONS OF THE ' 
DEPARTMENT’S EXAMINATION OF THE JONESTOWN INCIDENT WAS THE 
GISCOVERY THAT A NUMBER OF OFFICIALS IN OUR EMBASSY IN 
GUYANA FELT CONSTRAINED BY THE PRIVACY AND FREEDOM OF 
INFORMATION ACTS AS TO THE SORT OF INFORMATION THEY COULD 
COMPILE REGARDING THE ACTIVITIES OF AMERICAN CITIZENS 
RESIDENT ABROAD. WE LAUNCHED AN EXTENSIVE EXAMINATION OF 
THE GENERAL iMPACT OF THESE TWO STATUTES ON FOREIGN SERVICE 
REPORTING TO DETERMIKE WHETHER THESE AFPREHENSIONS WERE 
WIDELY SHARED. WE CANVASSED KEY U.S. EMBASSIES AND THEIR 
CONSTITUENT POSTS IN ALL GEOGRAPHIC AREAS, AND WE MET WITH 
A VARIETY OF INTERESTED GROUPS IN WASHINGTON. OUR SURVEY 
CONFIRMED THAT MANY OFFICERS FEEL THEY ARE CONSTRAINED IN 
THEIR REPORTING BY THE CRIMINAL SANCTIONS IN THE PRIVACY 
Act, BY THE RESTRICTION ON MAINTAINING RECORDS ON ACTIVITIES | 
THAT MAY BE PROTECTED BY THE Frrst AMENDMENT, AND BY THE 
LACK OF AN EXEMPTION IN THE Privacy ACT FOR INTER- AND - 
INTRA-AGENCY MEMORANDA. WE ALSO UNCOVERED A NUMBER OF 
ANOMALIES IN THE OPERATION OF THE FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 
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ACT WHICH MAY HAVE MADE IT MORE DIFFICULT IN RECENT YEARS 
TO OBTAIN AND REPORT ACCURATELY INFORMATION DERIVED FROM 
FOREIGN SOURCES. | | , 

On NovemBer 13, I wrote, to THE DEPARTMENT oF JUSTICE 
OUTLINING THE RESULTS OF OUR STUDY AND PROPOSING CERTAIN 
LEGISLATIVE CHANGES TC THE FREEDOM oF INFORMATION AcT To BE 
INCORPORATED IN AN OMNIBYS REVIEW THAT THE JUSTICE DEPART- 
MENT WAS THEN PREPARING. ON DecemBer 12, I wrote To 
CHAIRMAN ZABLOCKI AND To CONGRESSMAN PREYER, CHAIRMAN OF THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE ON GOVERNMENT INFORMATION AND INDIVIDUAL 
RIGHTS, REVIEWING THE FINDINGS OF OUR STUDY AS THEY RELATED 
TO BOTH STATUTES AND OFFERING TO DISCUSS OUR SPECIFIC 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN GREATER DETAIL. I WOULD LIKE TO RE- 
ITERATE OUR COMPLETE WILLINGNESS TO WORK CLOSELY WITH THE 
CONGRESS ON THIS MATTER, 

IN SUMMARY, HE HAVE PROPOSED \ NUMBER OF MODIFICATIONS 
TO THE PROVISIONS OF BOTH ACTS THAT WOULD ELIMINATE CERTAIN 
UNDESIRABLE FEATURES AND TIGHTEN THE STATUTORY LANGUAGE OF 
OTHERS. WITH REGARD TO THE Privacy AcY, WE BELIEVE THAT THE 
CRIMINAL SANCTIONS CONTAINED IN THE STATUTE ARE UNNECESSARY 
AND SHOULD BE ELIMINATED. WE WOULD LIKE TO SEE THE LANGUAGE 
CONCERNING RECORD-KEEPING INVOLVING FIRST AMENDEMENT ACTIVITIE 
MADE MORE SPECIFIC. WE HAVE ALSO PROPOSED CERTAIN CHANGES DE- 
SIGNED BETTER TO PROTECT THE IDENTITIES OF CONFIDENTIAL SOURCE 
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AND WE WOULD LIKE TO HAVE GREATER DISCRETION IN NOTIFYING 
RELATIVES ABOUT DETENTION CASES THAN IS NOW PERMITTED BY THE 
Acy, WITH REGARD TO THE FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT, WE 
BELIEVE THAT CERTAIN CHANGES OF AM ADMINISTRATIVE NATURE 
WOULD BE DESIRABLE TO PREVENT ABUSES OF THE ACT BY FOREIGN 


_ NATIOKALS, AND WE ALSO BELIEVE THAT CERTAIN SECTIONS COULD 


BE IMPROVED TO AFFORD GREATER PROTECTION FOR CONFIDENTIAL ° 
SOURCES AND SCIENTIFIC DATA. I wouLD BE HAPPY TO DISCUSS 
OUR FINDINGS IN GREATER DETAIL DURING THE QUESTION PERIOD, 
AND I AM ALSO WILLING TO PROVIDE COPIES OF MY LETTER TO 
CHAIRMAN ZABLOCKI TO THE MEMBERS OF THIS SUBCOMMITTEE. 

THE DEPARTMENT RECOGNIZES THAT THE PROPER FUNCTIONING 


OF THE Privacy amp Freepom of INFORMATION ACTS IS NOT 


DEPENDENT SOLELY UPON THE LANGUAGE SONTAINED IN THESE TWO 
STATUTES. CERTAINLY THE DEPARTMENT’ ITSELF HAS AN OBLIGATION 
TO ENSURE THAT ITS OFFICERS ARE ACCURATELY iNFORMED ABOUT 
THE MEANING OF THESE LAWS AND THEIR PROPER INTERPRETATION. | 
WE HAVE ALWAYS PROVIDED REGULAR GUIDANCE IN THIS AREA TO THE 
DEPARTMENT’S OFFICERS, BOTH IN THE FIELD AND IN WASHINGTON, 
AND WE HAVE RECENTLY SENT AN UPDATED LETTER OF INSTRUCTION 
ON THE PRIVACY AND FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACTS. To ALL OUR 
POSTS WORLDWIDE. WE SHALL CONTINUE TO PROVIDE REGULAR 
GUIDANCE ON THIS ISSUE TO OUR EMBASSIES TO ENSURE THAT. 
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INDIVIDUAL OFFICERS ARE NOT INTERPRETING THE LEGAL RE- 


_ QUIREMENTS IN A MANNER THAT IS MORE RESTRICTIVE THAN THE 


LAW ACTUALLY PROVIDES. 

OF COURSE, WHILE CERTAIN CHANGES TO THE PRIVACY AND 
FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACTS MAY BE DESIRABLE FROM THE 
STANDPOINT OF EFFECTIVELY CONDUCTING OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS, 
WE SHOULD NOT LOSE SIGHT OF THE ORIGINAL PURPOSES OF THESE 
TWO STATUTES. BOTH LAWS HAVE MADE A-MAJOR CONTRIBUTION TO 
STRENGTHENING THE PUBLIC’S RIGHT TC KNOW ABOUT THE OPERA- 
TIONS OF ITS GOVERNMENT. THE Privacy AcT HAS BEEN GENERALLY 
EFFECTIVE IN ENHANCING THE INDIVIDUAL’S RIGHT TO BE PRO- 
TECTED AGAINST UNWARRAIITED GOVERNMENT RECORD-KEEPING. OUR 
CONCERN IS THAT BOTH OF THESE PURPOSES BE PRESERVED AND 
STRENGTHENED, BUT THAT THE OPERATION OF THESE LAWS NOT 
INHIBIT THE CONDUCT oF U.S. FOREIGN RELATIONS WHEN THERE IS 
NOT A CLEAR BENEFIT TO BE DERIVED IN TERMS OF INDIVIDUAL." 
LIBERTIES... A BALANCE CAN BE STRUCK, AND THE CHANGES WE . 
HAVE PROPUSED WILL FURTHER OUR FOREIGN POLICY GOALS WITHOUT 
DIMINISHING THE PUBLIC’S RIGHT TO KNOW AND THE PUBLIC’S 
RIGHT TO BE LEFT ALONE. 

THE THIRD GENERAL AREA, WHICH WE REVIEWED AFTER THE 


JONESTOWN INCIDENT WAS THE PROVISION OF CONSULAR SERVICES. 


THe DEPARTMENT OF STATE HAS INSTITUTED A NUMBER OF ORGAN- 
IZATIONAL AND SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES DESIGNED TO SENSITIZE 
OUR CONSULAR OFFICERS To THE POTENTIAL RAMIFICATIONS OF 
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JONESTOWN-LIKE SITUATIONS. IN THIS REGARD, WE HAVE EXPANDED 
AND WPGRADED THE TRAINING OPPORTUNITIES OFFERED TO THE 
CONSULAR CORPS AND WE HAVE ALSO PROVIDED SOME ORIENTATION TO 
THE PSYCHOLOGICAL ASPECTS OF VARIOUS MIND CONTROL TECH. _ 
NIQUES, THE BASIC CONSULAR COURSE, FOR EXAMPLE, INCLUDES A 
VIDEOTAPE LECTURE ON THE MANAGEMENT OF STRESS. We HAVE ALSO 
EMPLOYED THE JONESTOWN INCIDENT AS AN ACTUAL CASE STUDY FOR 
USE IN SOME ADVANCED CONSULAR TRAINING EXERCISES, AND THE 
PROBLEMS OF DEALING WITH ORGANIZED AMERICAN COMMUNITIES 
OVERSEAS ARE REGULARLY DiSCUSSED AT PERIODIC CONSULAR CON- 
FERENCES AND AT THE ForREIGN Service INsTiTuTE. WE ARE ALSO 
EXAMINING THE POSSIBILITY OF MAKING FUNDS AVAILABLE FROM THE 
EMERGENCY MepIcAL AND DIETARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM FOR USE BY 
OUR POSTS IN ENLISTING THC SERVICES OF PSYCHIATRISTS TO DEAL 
WITH INDIVIDUALS OR GROUPS WHO MAY BE IN NEED OF SUCH 
ATTENTION, 

WE HAVE GENERALLY ENDEAVORED TO HEIGHTEN THE AWARENESS 
OF OUR CONSULAR OFFICERS TO JONESTOWN SITUATIONS, AND WE 
HAVE ENCOURAGED CLOSER COOPERATION BETWEEN CONSULAR OFFICERS 
IN THE FIELD AND THEIR POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC COUNTERPARTS, 
THE BUREAU OF CONSULAR AFFAIRS HAS BEEN REORGANIZED AND THE 
STAFF OF THE BUREAU HAS BEEN STRENGTHENED THROUGH THE CRE- 


ATION OF THREE DepuTY ASSISTANT SECXETARY POSITIONS. WE

Dear Mr. Morgan: 


This will recerd and confirm the several mattors 
which we discussed during my visit to your office on 
December 27, 1978, and liat the issues on which the 
Department of Justice seeks to solicit your advice. 


i. You advised me that the general Panamanian 
banking law (Cabinet Decree No. 238 of July 2, 1970) 
does not appiy to numbered bank accounts, which are 
specifically govarned by a separate Panamanian bank 
secrecy law {Law No. 18 of January 28, 1959), Article 5 
of which provides ~ 


~ 


The information on coded current bank accounts 
referred to in the preceding article may be 
xevyealed by manayers and other employees of 
banking institutions to investigating officers, 

judges and: magistrates who hear criminal 

roceedings, and who shali hold the information 

atr xaserve in the event that such 

information is no [sic] conductive to clarifying # _. 
the punishable facts [{aic) under investigation. 


In cases in which public functionaries, whether 
of a judicial cr administrative category, other 
than those mentioned in this article, request 


from banking institutions any information or the 
attachment or amb o of coded bank accounts, 
including probate proceedings, tha bank shall 

not ceenee the information, nor withold the funds 
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or securities deposited in coded accounts, 
and shall reply to the request stating that 
it 4s not possible to furnish any information, 
even in the cases where there exist the 
account or the funds or securities covered by 
the requast. {Emphasis added. ] 


Considering these express provisions, you were of 
the opinion that there was no possibility under Panamanian 
law of immobjlizing or identifying Peoples' Temple assets 
in numbered ~ank accounts either through ordinary civil 
remedies (e.g., by maans of attachment, sequestration, ne 
exeat) ox under Article 65 of Decree No. 238. 


Absent a suitable civil remedy, your advice was that 
I should “denounce” a crime ~ or a ssible crime ~ to the 
appropriate Panamanian authorities accordance with 
Articles 2007-2008 of the Codigo Judieéial of Panama. 


2. In discussiona held with us on December 27 and 
28, the Minister of Justice (Mr. Ahumada), the Minieter 
of Planning and Finance (Mr. Gonzales), the Chairman of 
the National Banking Commission (Mr. Ge Diego) and ‘the 
Attorney General (Mr. Miranda) concurred in your opinion 
that the United States Government could achieve ite 
objectives of sequestering the Peoples’ Temple aasetsa in 
Panama only by filing a criminal "denunciation". 


All parties agreeed that Panamanian bank secrecy laws 
would have to be scrupulously observed. The Panamanian 
officials stated that the Government of Panama is prepared 
to take all steps permitted by law to. prevant its banking 
system from bacoming 4 haven for money which may havo been 
obtained by fraud or extortion. They further exprassed 
the view that the Panamanian deposits of the Peoples' 
Tempia presented an unprecedented situation. 


3. On December 28, 1978, I appeared before Attorney 
General Miranda, and formally “denounced” several possibile 
crimes which I believe may have been committed by thea 
Peoples’ Temple, its members or Panamanian subsidiaries 
of the Temple. In my statenent, I adverted to the fact 
that the fruits of several possible crimes may have come 
to rest in numbered bank accounts in Panama, and that a 
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potential of fraud or improper distribution of such funds 
existed unless they were to be immobilized (and identified) 


pending a proper judicial determination - either in Panama 
or elsewhere - o e rightful owers. 


4. On December 28, 1978, you informed me that Attorney 
General Miranda had issued formal orders addressed to the . 
Swiss Banking Corporation (SBC) and the Union Bank of 


Switzerland (UBS), directing them’not to release Peoples‘ 


Temple asseta pending further investigation of tha matter 
by Panamanian anthorities. As of the time of my departure 
from Panama, the two banks had not yet responded to tha 
Attorney General's order. Howaver, the Attorney General 
informed me that no one had ever challenged one of his 
orders during the ten years cf his incumbency in office. 


Furthernore, your Mr. Fexrer advised me that if the . 
bank were to disburse funds on deposit in the accounts 
contrary to the Attorney General's Order ~ and assuming 
the validity of the order were to be ultimately eustained | 
in the Supreme Court of Fanama ~ the banks would be liable 
for all payments impreperly mad2. “Mr. Ferrer was of the 


cpinion that it would be highly unlikely that the banks 
would take such a risk. 


In addition, you informed me that it was your under- 
standing that the banks had "frozen" the relevant acceunts 
independently (and prior to the Attorney General's ordera), 
and that you had no reason to believe that the banks would 
disburse any funds until the question of rightful omerahip 
has been determined Sy the appropriate judicial authority 
(in the Unitad States or elee.ere) . 


5. As regaris Articles 2507 and 2008 of tha Codigo 
Judicial, wo egreed that under the unusual circumstances here 
it is imperative that we proceed in euch a manner aa to 
protact the intarests not oniy of the United States and 
its nationals, but also of all other parties who might - 
have claims against the Peoples’ Temple funds in Panama - 
ineluding the Government of Panama. The escheat provisions 


of Articles 102 and 103 of Cabinet Deorss Number 238, pro- 
vide as follows ~ 


Articia 4202) - Every bank must advise the 
sa#ion with regards to any asgégets, funds 

and securities heid by it which remain in- 

active for five (5) years and which belong 
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to persons whose whereabouts are unknown. 
The Commission, after ascertaining this 
fact, shall order its net value to he. 
transferred to the National Treasury. 


Article (103) = The State will he obliged 
© return to its owner the funds mentioned 
in the previous article, if “they are 
Claimed within ten (10) years after the 
Gate on which they have bsen transferred 
to the State, but the restitution will 

be made without charging interest. 


6. With respect to a possible civil racovery action 
in Panama, we agreed that tha filing of a civil suit would 
ba premature, considering the institution of the criminal 
investigation in Panama and the possible criminal and civil 
actions which may bs initiated in the United States. (You 
advised me that under Panamanian law, civil proceedings 
would, in any evant, be stayed pending completion of any 
eriminal investigation relating to the same matters.) We 
agreed that the least expensive and most produstize approach 
would be to wait : Givil coesrts of the United States 
(e.g... the Superior Court of fan Francisco, California, in 
which the Amezican dissolation proceedings are now pending) 
have had an opportunity to pasg on the question of the 
ownership of the accounts. Depending on the outcome of 
these proceedings, we may decide to seek racognition and 
enforcement of the American judoment(s) in the courts of 
Panama by means of an “exequatur™. J will advise you 
promptly concerning the status of any civil actions which. 
may be ~ or which have heen - Ziled in the United States 
with respect to the Peoples’ Tempie. 


7. Because this case draws into issue interasts of 
the United States Government, it is necessary that you 
obtain the approval of my office in advance of any sig- 
nifieant actions which you may take in the name of the 
United States in Panama. I have already included in my 
"denunciation" a power. of attorney to your firm. If you 
require a more detailed power, pleage furnish me tho 
Spanish lanquage text thereof, and ZI will return it to 
you duly executed. 


‘Por the most part, we should be able to conduct our 
business by maii. Wowever, if you need to telephone me,

Moreover, Mrs. Cheater has informed me that the 
Embassy will be pleased to transmit to us by telex or 
telephone any information which you need to get to us 
promptly. In addition, the Embassy will "“nouch" to us 
any other materials which you may want to tranamit. If 
would be qrateful to you if you would please keep the 
Embassy informed of all davelopments in this matter. The 
Embassy ig aware that in atrictly leqal matters you will 
take your instructions directly from us. 


X think it would be helpful and informative if you 
would maintain a file of Panamanian newspaper articles 
which deal with the Peoples’ Temple, and, more particularly, 
with the activities of the United Statas in Panama with 
respect thereto. I would ask thet you please send us copies 
of such articles from time to time for our information. 


8. You informed me that you have confirmed that at 
least two ~ and possibly three ~ Paoples' Temple corpo- 
cations have been formed in Panama (i.e., Asociacion 
Religiosa Pro San Pedro, 8.A., and Asociacion Evangelica 
de las Americas, &.A.) and that most of the funds in the 
SBC and UBS were deposited in the names of the Asociacion 
Religioga Pro San Pedro, S.A Yon have okzained, and have 
furnished to ma, certified copies of the articles of 
incerporation for hoth corporations. You have agreed that 
we will probably be able to obtain additional information 
ceoeeeae these corporations from the Panamanian directors 

exreol. 


You have further undertaken to furnish me samples of 
the contracts which depositors enter with Panamanian banks 
when they open numbered accounts, together with an axplanation 
of the terms and conditions thereof and the withdrawal 
powers of the various persons and entities ’ named therein 
(a.g., signatories, “holders”, etc.). We are particularly 
interested in ascertaining what laws/internal bank requlations 
govern such matters and how the banks distribute the rroceecs 
of numbered accounts when the possible beneficiaries either 
die (individuals) or are dissolved (corporations). 
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9. kt have furnished you copies of the articles of 
incorporation of the two Peoples’ Temple corporations ‘in 
Guyana and the parent California corporation, tovether 
with a copy of the Dissolution petition filed by the 


Temple in the San Francisco Superior Court on December 4, 
1978. 


10. YI would be grateful to you if you would please 


furnish me the following specific information at an early 
date: 


a) Copies of the Attorney General's December 28, 1978 
Orders to the UBS and the SEC, together with copies of the 
banks’ replies thereto, if any. 


h) <A brief report concerning the creation, oraani~ 
zation anc current status of any Peoples’ Temple corporations 
which may have been formed in Panama. Your report should 
include a precise description of the relationship between 
the Pecples' Temple of thea Disciples of Christ in California 
and the Panamanian suxssidiaries. Wa are particuiariy eagec 
to learn of the resulta of any discussions which you may 
have with the Panamanian directors of San Pedro, i.6., 
Messrs. Tapia and Linaras. 


We have just been informed that the Peoples’ Tample 
may have formed in Panama another corporation under the 
name "“Asociacion E.D. ~ Charitivable ~ Internationala 
Empressz., &.R.” Could you please check on this? 


ec). A brie? report concerning the Peopies' Temple 
contracts with the UBS and SBC, to include a description 
of how the banks proceed when depositors, or beneficiaries 
either die or dissolve. Can we assist the banks in any 
way in this matter, as by furnishing death certificates? 


d) Cextifi jd copies of any documents filed, c 
legal proceedings initiated in, the Panamanian courts 
ralative to this matter. 


e) A list of all Paoples' Temple accmunts or safety 
deposit hoxes in either the UBS or SBC, together with the 
particulars thereot, to the extent such information may 
now he available to you as the result of my “denuncilation". 
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f) Copies of the results cf any investigation carried 
out by the Attorney General (I understand from your 
M , Tejeira that in Panama such investigations may be 
"public records”). 


g) A brief lagal opinion concerning whether we 
should considar initiating a civil claim in the nane of the 
United States in the Panamanian courts at this time. (I 
have received conflicting advice from your firm with reapect 
to whether the United States can join in the criminal pro-~ 
ceedings as a "civilly injured* party.) 


This opinion should be directed toward the civil claim 
of the United States Government for approximately U.S.S$4= 
million which hese been expanded by the United States to 
date in repatriating to this country - at the reyuest cf 
the Guyanese Govermment ~ the remains of more than 90 
Americans who died at Jonestown. In particular, we would 
welcome your views concerning such issues as - 


(i) Whether such a ciain Ls cognisebl under Penamanian 
Law? : 


(z) Zf so, what legal theory would be advanced, 
e.g., repayment for burial-related expenses: contract (1.e., 
Festitution or unjust enyichment) ; discharge of an inter- 
national obligation? 


(3) When would be the appropriate time to bring euch 
an action? 


(4) In which court would such ation be brought? 
(5) What problems of proof might we encounter? 


(6) How lang might it take to obtain a judicial 
resolution?

July 2, 1970) 
doos not apply to numbexed bank accounts, which are 
specifically governed by a separate Panamanian bank 


secrecy law (Law No. 18 of January 238, 
of which provides ~ 


1959), Article 5 


The information on coded current bank accounts 
raferred to in the preceding article may be 
revealed by managers and cther employees of 
banking institutions to investiqating officars, 
judges and macistrates who hear criminel . 
xoceedinags, and who shall hold tha Information 
n strict reserve in the event that such 
du:formation is no [sic] conductive to clarifying 
the punishable facts [sic] under investigation. 





In cases in which public functionaries, whether 
of a judicial or administrative catncory, other 
than those mentioned in this articls, recuest 
frem benking institutions any information or the 
attachment or ontardo of coded bank accounts, 
tnciudIngy probate Exsesedsngs, the brink shall 

not furnish tne information, nor withold the funds

er securities derosited in cnded accounts, 

and shall reply to the request statine that 
it is not possible to furnish any information, 
even in the cases where” therc exist the 
account or the funds or securities covered by 
the requcst. [Emphasis added.} 


Considering thase express provisions, you were of 
the opinion that there was no possibility undar Panamanian 
law of immobilizing or identifying Peoples’ Temple assets 
in numbered bank accounts elther through ordinary ciril 
remedias (e.g., by maans of attachment, sequestration, ne 
exeat) or under Article 65 of Decree Ne. 238. 


Absent a suitable civil remedy, your advice was that 
I should “denounce” a crime - er a poasible crime - to the 
appropriate Panamanian authoritics in ajcordance with 
Articles 2007-2008 of the Codigo Judiciul of Panara. 


2. In discussions held with us on December 27 and 
28, the Minister of Justice (Mr. Ahumada), the Minirter 
of Planzing and Pinance (Mr. Gonzalez), the chairman of 
the Natjonal Banking Conmission (Mr. de Diego) and the 
Attorney General (Mr. Miranda) concurred in your opinion 
that the Unitrd States Government could achieve its 
objectives of sequestering the Peoples’ Tomple assets in 
Panama only by filing a criminal “denunciation". 


All parties agreeed that Penam:nian bank secrecy laws 
wonid have to bs scrupulously observed. The Panamanian 
officials stated that the Government of Panama is prepared 
to take all steps permittsad by law to prevent its banking 
system from becoming a haven for money which may have been 
obtained by fraud or extortion. They further exprensad 
the view that the Panamanian deporits of the Peepias' 
Temple presented zn unprecedented situation. 


3. On December 28, 1978, I aypeared before Attorney 
General HMivanda, and formally “denounced” several possible 
crimes which I believe may have been committed by the 
Peoplics! Temple, tts members or Panamanian subsidiaries 
of the Terrie. In my statement, I adverted ta the fact 
that the fruits of several possible crincs may have come 
to rest in numbered bank accounts in Panama, and thet a 


potential of fraud or improper distribution of such funds 
exiated unless they were to be immobilized (and identified) 


pending a proper judicial detormination ~- either in Panama 
er elsewhere - of @ rightful owners. 


4. On December 28, 1978, you informed me that Attorney 
General Miranda had issued formal orders addressci to the 
Swiss Banking Corporation (SBC) and the Union Bani of 
Switzerland (UBS), diractina tham"not to release Peoples’ 
Tample assets vending furtuer investigation of the matter 
by Panamanian authorities. As of the time of my ceanarture 
from Tanema, the two banka had rot yet resvonded to the 
Attorney General's order. However, the Attorney Ceneral 
informed me that no one had ever challanded one of his 
orders during the ten years of his incumbency in office. 


Furthermore, your Mr. Ferrer advised me that if the - 
bank were to disburse funds on deposit in the acccunte 
contrary te the Atterncy Ceneral’s Order ~ and anxsunming 
the validity of the order were to boa ultimately sustainad 
in the Supreme Court of Panema — the banks would be Liable 
for all payments irproperiy meas. Cir. Ferrer was of the 
Opinion that it would be hichly unlikely that the hanks 
would take such a risk. 


In addition, you informed me that it was your under- 
atanding that the banks had “frozen” the relevant accounts 
independently (and priier to tne Attorney Ceneral's ordors), 
and that you had no reason to belicve that the banks would 
disburse any funds until the question of rightful cwnership 
hac been deternined by the appropriate judicial authority 
(in the United States or elsewhere). 


5. As reqardsa Articles 2007 and 2008 of the Codi-yo 
Judicial, we agreed that under the unusual, cireuomrtances here 
it is imperative thet we proceed in such @ ranner as to 
pretest the interests not only of the United Statcs and 
its nationals, bet also of all other parties who midht - 
have claims against the Pooples' Temple furds in Panama < 
including the Government of Panama. The escheat provisions 


of Articles 102 and i03 of Gabinet Decree Kumber 2338, pro- 
vide as follows ~ 


Article (102) ~ Every bank must advise the 
Commission with reoards to any assets, funds 
and securities heid by it which remain in-

é. With vespect to a possisle civil recovery action 
in Panama, we agreed that the filing of a civil suit wouid 
be premature, considering the institution of the criminal 
investication in Panera and the possible criminal and civil 
actions which may be initiated in the United States. (You 
advised me that under Panamanian lew, civil proceedings 
would, in any event, be stayed pending corpletion of any 
criminal invastication relating to the gare Matters.) We 
aqreed that the least expensive and most productive aoproach 
would be to wait WHEIT the civil’ conrts of the United States 
{e.g., the Superior Court of San Francisco, California, in 
which the Americax dissolution proceedings ara now rending) 
hava had an opportunity te pass on the questian of the 
omership of the accounts. Depending on the outcome of 
these proceedinga, we may decide to swek recognition and 
enforcement of the American judgment(s) in the wourts of 
Panama by means of an "“exequatur". I will advise you 
promptly concerning the status of any civil actions which 
may be ~ or which have beon - filed in the united Statas 
with respect to the Peoples’ Temple. 


7. Because this case drawn into issuc interests of 
the United States Government, it is neecerary that you 
Obtain the approval of my office in advance of any sig- 
nificant actions which you may take in the name of the 
United States in Panwen. I have already included in my 

aenunciation" a power of attorney to your firm. If vou 
recuirea a rore detatled power, pleases furnish me the 
Spanish lanquane text thereof, and I will recurn it to 


yeu duly executed.

Rear 
charges were discuased inforrmally by me with Guyanese 
Foltce Officials but, absent any correberating evidence 
the Guyanese were snot prepared to conduct a fornal 
iuweatigation of conditions at Jonestown. RHowaver, chare 
were Guyanese Police QO£ffictals who were very suspicious 
ef fones and who ware monitoring “ample activities. 
Nevertheless, trese Officials could never develop the 
informstion that was needed by them to justify a detailed 
investigation that may have eubstantiated the clains 
made by Hre, Blakey si2 others. aAncther elesent that 
had to be considered was trying to determine whether: 

a person hae been intinidated, coarced ot otherwise 

influenced against his/her will, This ia very difficult 

to prove especially when I could not get atyose at the 

farm to adeit that any of the charges were true. fT believe 

Congtesenan Ryan was euccaseful in hia efforts because 

of the size of hic party and the tine he spent at the 

camp.

tT do appreciate hearing from you, but I aust confess I am bitterly disappointed 
at che failure of che Consulate in Guyana, the Dopariwent of Guyana Affairs, and 
the State Department in net beiag alertod by the impattcs given by the defection 
of Debbie Laytom Blakey to those feara that I and others had relayed to tha 
Consulate a year before. I agree that it was a duty thet would have been above 
end beyond the norm, but D. L. Blakey's deposition and explanation cf what was 
happening, certainly calied for action exceading normal Consulate functions. 


I am one of sight to teu people (Americans) who got into Jonestowm aftar the 
misdars. I statad on Wedsesday, Mowamber 23rd, thet the majority of the victina 
were not cies suicides. I had then and still have excellent reasons for 
4c saying and photographic evidence to bask it up. I doubt sariously if anyoue, 
including the soldiers who rmsoved the bedias, looked at as many bodies as clocaly 
as I did. Camexemen used soom lens and stayed up-wind nor do I blame thes. Tha 
stench and the sight were a uightesre. What is unbearable is that there are 30 
terribly many unenewered quastious that I am staggered vy the apathy of the 
Amurican governsme's handling of the Jonestowm disaster, I am aware of som 

of the difficaltiae and. sympathize, tut only to ea wild extent, in that just a 
little extra affort might heve gone a long wy. . 


As regards the apathy,

The struggle 
to achieve social justice in the highest tradition of humanitartan Christiandom has 
been a stony path; but we have net shted away from these perils in its pursuit, confi- 
dent that just causes can never be truly vanquished. We believe that our tdeals and 
standards reflect the liberty and equality guaranteed in the Constitution of our na- 
tion, and that in fact the source cf these difficulties over the years has almost in- 
variably originated with fringe elenants.

-Active media harassment was initiated this past July, beginning in Rupert Mur- 
doch's New West magazine, then picked up by the Hearst press (the San Francisco 
Examiner), and the San Franciseo Chronicle, the: area's largest circulation daily. 
This peaked recently in distortions and lies so outragecus, that we felt we had 
ne recourse but ts put the Examiner on notice of our intention to litigate. 


~Accarding to the sworn testimony of American Indian Movement leader Dennis Banks, 
he was approached by one Standard (011 employee who} represented himself as work- =~ 
ing with agents of the Treasur Department and wira, ganks alleges, proposed to 
him that he give false testimony against. Jim Jonas and the Peoples Temple church 
in exchange for favorable consideration of his exiradition troubles; with the 
implicit threat that his refusal to cooperate would mean the intensified effort 
to extradite him back to (all but certain death in) South Dakota's prison system. 
: This courageous man resisted the blackmail and in fact exposed it publicly. Ef- \ 
[ forts to step up his extradition proceedings have in ‘fact intensified since that X

tims, involving the re-hearing af his Oregon case which had already been thrown 
out of court twice; and to the point of a “test case of challenge” by South Dakota, 
quastioning the discretionary powers of all Governors regarding extraditicn, which 
would jeopardize a safequard of liberty that <his nation as a whola needs. 


-Equalty shocking is an INTERPOL directive aimed at completely destabilizing tha 
Peoples Temple work in Guyana with vicious jies. We have *he file number of this 
document, and substantiation of its fnvolvement in attacks against the Peoples 
Temple by the press and by other agencies. ~~ 

Regarding the involvement of INTERPOL, the reasons for these Ties we do not know. 

Either these are deceivers or thay are ruthlessly deceived. These jies are baseless. 
Perhaps vou can empathize with what we have been going through, we saw what you had to 

endure when your good and loyal friend was smeared. I any event, we reprusent you well 

=* Guy Guyanese project, you would be very proud of this American accomplishment in the 

third world. We are always praising you there, saying that the policies of your Adsrinis- . 
tration are altogether different from your immediate predecessors. Of course you can 

check this out for yourself — we are sure you hava ways of doing this. Le 


ow, regarding the agricultural project where our social security pensioners live, 
some enclosed literature will pravide you with information about the development. It 
1s not only a thriving, wall-develcped community (wells, refrigeration, electrical gener- 
ators, streets, the beginnings of industry in saw mill, cassava processing, and furni- . 
ture build - 3 from indigenous hardwoods), with ar abundance of fresh food, excellent 
schooling .ur the children, and top medical care; but it is of especial interest to the 
Guyanese government as a pioneer project in experimental agriculture. 

We have excellent relations with the Guyanese government, who has recently designated 
the Temple's development as a tourist spot through which to bring visiting foreign aig 
ritartes. The Prime Minister ts himself slated for a visit saon. Government offictals . 
are in and out of the project, and one sha visited recently wrote in the guest bock that . 
this is a modal community that should ba emulated all over the world. The Minister of 
the Interior was so impressed with the project's excellent drainage system that he said 
tt would be used as mocel for interior developaent ali over the country. The Minister 
of. Education was thrilled et dur nursery and educational programs. This is only & sam- 
pling of the type of response we routinely receive. : . 

The government personnel there has such confidence in our project that recently, for

We also. consider. this. check cut-off i tronic at best a8, ‘that communities such as the 
Galden Rule in Willits, Califarniz, do take people's welfare checks as a weans of sup- - 
porting the collective body of people living thera; whereas the Peeples Temple- project 
in Guyana has 7d welfare chécks, but rather provides goods, services, facilities, and 
activities that well exceed easy sea they. could possibly have dertved here in the U.S., 
even with welfare Supplements: 


Now there is a perspective from which to reconsider people who have hard-earned ictal 
security pensions, to which they are entitled living in Guyana. We are searching our souls 


te try to understand why ee and the U.S. Pastal Service are attempting te withhold 
these benefits. — 


We have already called upon cur local Congressmanand ovr own legal staff to assist in 
favestigating and recti FA ng thts ctstreszing aoe isa of citizens’ rights, the withholding 
af U.S. mail, and. specifically cutting off the mazans of subsistence for the elderly, blind 
and disabled, which ts enttrealy contrary ‘to avery humane consideration on behal? of the 
affected individuals. 

This is only the last of the sartes Gf abuses itemized earlier in the letter. Thus we

The Department bas mat personally with the two Cali- 
fornia attorneys engaged by Mrs. Stoen to assist her 
in this case. They have been given advice concerning 
the handling of a child custody case in a foreign 
country..- They have also been advised that the American 
Embasay in Guyana is prepared to offer aii scasidle 
assistance to themselves and to Mre. Stcem's Guyanese 
attorney if such zasistance is required during the 
hearings scheduled in Guyana this month. 


As you are no doubt aware, neither the Depart- 
nent of State nor the Superior Court for the state . 
of California has the authority to enforce the order 
af Movember 18 cagarding the custody of Sohn Victor 
Stoen in the country of Guyada. Under marcy foreign 
laws thece ere provisions fer proving feraign judgments, 
aithough, unfortunataly, custody orders ace usually 
excluded from chis preceduce. tt is extremely unlikely 
that a child custedy order issued in the United States 
is normally not accepted for enforcement in another 
count--" on the basis of comity. The question cf John.

Dear President Carter; . : 

T am Dennis Banks, leader of the American Indian Movemant. I am 
writing out of concern for my good friend, Jim Jones, who has been a 
loyal and tireless friend to the Indian pocple, and to all oppressed 
minorities in the United States. “I understand his work in Guyana, as 
well as his smail son, John, are being threatened by some very ugly 
methods. As a champion of justica through thick and thin, there is 
no ene who could deserve such’ treatment less than Jim Jones. 


I firat meat Rev. Jones when my wife, Ka-Mook was imprisoned in ~- 
Sapeaa.on false charges that wane! Later dropped. At that time, we 
were penniless and her bail was $20,000. She had kad our baby in jail, 
with the baby immediately removed from her and she was never given the 
proper medical attention that she neadad. Jin Jones teamed of our 
plight, and I was invited to come to the Peoples Temple church along 
with several of my associates from AIM. The same night I came, Jin 
Jones raised the money for FKa-Mook's bail from members of his congre- 
gaticn. IY couldn't believe that these people, many or most of whom 
were from poor backgrounds themselves, were making this kind of sacri-. 
fice for me. But-I learned later that Jim Jones himself has made this 
kind of sacrifice again and again over the years, and it was just his 
way, and the way of his people, to extend their help +o the farthest 
limit when an injustice was involved. 


Later I witnessed Jim Jones made the object of the same kind 

of false accusations, and I was approached myself by a man, David Conn, 

who said he was working with Treas Department agents, and said he 
could give ma help avoiding extradition (to a certain death in South 
Dakota jails) if f would only join the people who wore lying on Jim 
Jones. He also implied that thinga would go badly for ma if I did not 
agree, and it was clear to me that he was trying blackmail. I refused 
te go along witk this scheme, and later exposed the man-publicly for 
what he had done. This same san told. me that one of the people he was 
working with was Grace stcen, the mother cf Jim Jones' child.

I did not know the backgxrouad of Sohn's situation at the time, 
but. trusted in the integrity of a man I had seen do so much for me and 
so Many others with no thought of reward. or praise. Now that I know 
the true background of the situation, and how Grace Steen rejected and | 
abandoned her own son, I can wall understand how she was working with 
these agents to try and destroy Jim Jones and the Peoples Tample plus — 
anyone else who got in her way, because I have fifteen children, Mr. 
Presicgent, and this woman didn't care whether I lived or died, whather 
my children had a father or not, or. whether ny people ware aeae “i neo: 

a leader. As you may know, it is alsopciaese——cte Relea citi: . 
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forced from their natural homes and put in foster homes when one parant 
is gone, so my devoted wife has has the burden of not oaly my own future, 
but the future of all the Banks children as well. 


One more thing I want to add is thar the Peoples Temple are very 
wonderful people. They work together, and build programs to help chii- 
dren, youth, and senior citizens. They extend friendship and assistance 
te whomever neads help, anc never ask anything in raturn. Now they are 
working in Guyana, and saving the iives of Amerindian babies who would 
have died of malnutrition and gastroenteritis. It take a very sick and 
ecld~heartad person to turn against people like that. 


I am sure that Jim Jones and his people are the best thing that 


" gould happen to Guyana. And Jim Jones being the kind of persen he is, 


I’m sure he wi.l also be making many Guyanese friends for the United 
States. It would be a terrible cravedy 12 ccs hagpened that 
would hurt his son, John who has a wonderful future there. For him. to 
go back to Grace Stoen, who doesn’t even want him except to use him to 


hurt others, would be like having no future at all. It can't even be 
considered. 


I stand behind Jim Jones keeping his son, and the unethical and 
vicious actions of Grace and Timothy Stcen being stopped. I urge you 
to dO the same, President Carter. ~ Anyone who carries moral guthority 
as you do, cannot fail to see where justice lies.

ed ta me by my daughter to discourage me from visiting. After I told 


her that I did not wish to travel with a@ group of clergy in December 


and that I would’be going down September 26 she told re that the gov- 
ernment of Guyana discouraged visitors due to the “tremendous harras- 


sment” that Jia Jones had been subjected to: She mentioned that he- 


had been shot at in the jungle. Z, told my daughter that both she and 


Jim Jones knew that I would not harrass them, that E had supported 

her membership in the Church and that I would go to the. Guyanese Em- 
bassy in Washington and ask for clearance to travel to Guyana. After 
a pause, Maria told me that at was the Policy of the Church not to per- 
mit visitors to the project. This seamed’ extremely strange ts ne since: 


I had letters from my daughter indicating that there were daily ‘visitor

In the course 
of the coaversation with Maria I told her that before leaving for 
Guyana I had spoken with Grace Stoen who wanted ae toa convey her love 
ond concern to her sen John. Maria tcid me that Grace was an unfit 
mother and she kad abused her child ant that Maria was now the mother 
for John. She also toid me in a tone that I did not ‘believe possibile 
from my daughter that if Grace made any artempt to get her child back 
she would be sorty. My daughter's affect and the manner in which -she 
spoke conveyed to me the tone of a sericus threat. The entire mecting

I managed te tell ay 
daughter that if she ever wanted to return home 2 ticket would be wait- 
ing for her at the Embassy. When I told her of my belie in God and 
that somehow things would work out, she and another woman from che 
Church ware quick to point out tS me that they do not believe in God.

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After the meeting I went to the aitport. to catch a Flight b9 New York 
City. At the airpert I received 2 messave to calk Mr. McCoy. [n our. 
relephane conversation he told me that both he ard. \mbassador Mann 
were disturbed by the meeting and believed that something strange vents 
happening since he could see no reason why the Church should cake tha: 
attitude teward me. de told ae that be woeubd write to mae, hut to rais 
date ~ have received no communication from hiin. After atriving in is. 


York City I proceeded to Washington 2.0. slere t spent aumereus da - 
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. c¢omtacting as many people in the government as I thought would help 


me. Mast were sympathetic but were quick to peint aut that since my 


dsughter is 24 years of aga and since it appears that she is in Guyana 


voluntarily there is little they could do te help me. 


Sivse November I have received no communication from Maria and have 


not attempted to make contact with her since I believe this might be 


interpreted either a3 an attempt on my part to get’ her out of the 


Church or as a sign that Maria is waivering and is a2pout to defect 


and might place her life in jeopardy.
